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Captain Joseph Tubridy. 
POLITICAL LEADERS. 
(THE COMMISSION CONVENED AT 1000 HOURS.) 
DIRECT EXAMINATION RESUMED. 
WILLY MEYER WENDEBORN, a witness, took the stand and testified as 
follows: 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Please remind the witness that he is still 
under oath. 

MR. BERGES: I just want to give the PS number of the exhibit 
which I was unable to give yesterday. I showed the witness the Decree by 
a representative of the Fuehrer of the 25th of October 1934. It is an 
order which already has been presented by the Prosecution under the number 
2L'",-PS. In the Trial Brief the first paragraph of this order is given but 
there has been some mistake in the quotation, After the first paragraph 
exceptions are being mentioned. Actually the first paragraph is cuoted 


entirely and the other points are unnecessary. The mistake is due to the 


Orts 
fact that the/fruppenleiter, Kreisleiter and Gauleiters are given as 


Hoheitztraegers only and the exceptions would indicate that the Blockleiters 


and Zellenleiters would follow in the further cuotation, 
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COLONEL KAREV: If I understood it correctly, the Commission was 
called together to hear the witnesses but not to analyse documents. 

MR. BERGES: I was asked by the Prosecution yesterday whether I 
was quoting word by word. This is an explanation concerning that. 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Can this not better be presented in a brief 
instead of examination of the witness? 

MR, BERGES: I was asked yesterday concerning whether I had quoted 
word by word and this is in answer today concerning that quotation yesterday. 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: May I ask what м it you are trying to bring out 
from the witness now? 

I want to refer to the points of the Prosecution; 
this was only an immediate question. 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: What further points? 

MR. BERGES: Persecution of the Jews, Treatment of Foreign Workers, 
and before that a conclusion to yesterday's questioning concerning the 
relation of the Party to the SS. 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: All right, Mr. Berges, will you proceed along 
those lines? 

BY MR. BERGES: 

Q Witness, you described yesterday some characteristic incidents which 
happened between the SS and the Political Leaders. I just want to remind 
you concerning these cases in headline form. You spoke of the visiting 
permit for Political Leaders to visit the concentration camps, You spoke 
of the demonstration of the Esterwegen SS Guard Units. You spoke of the 


case of refusal to take an oath. Ат I correct if I conclude that the SS 


did not regard itself as an organization of the Party? 3 
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A I had the feeling that the SS did not consider itself a formation of 
the Party or only in a very formal way. I had the feeling that they were a 

rate within a State. 

Q What is your answer to the Prosecution's statement that there was a 
mutual conspiracy? 

A A mutual conspiracy would have been impossible from the beginning 
because they never informed us of their duties and activities. 

Q I now come to another point, the point of the Persecution of the Jews. 
Were the political leaders of your Gau or District participating in the 
Persecution of the Jews in November 1938? 

A In no way. 

Q Would you explain that a little further? 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: What is there to explain further т. AN they 


did not participate in any way? 


he 
Q Трге were you om the lOth of November, 19387 


A I was in Clobbenburg. 

о When did you hear cf it? 

A Early in the morning, when the small synagogue in our town already 
had been burned down, 

Q What did you do as Kreisleiter? 

A Т first went to the place, to look over the situation. It was already 
totally burned down, Then I called up the Cauleitung from my office, to 
receive some information and instructions. The Gauleiter knew just as much 
as I did concerning these things, that is, nothing. The Cauleiter and his 
representatives were still in lunich and the person in charge of the Gau 


prohibited any participation of the NSDAP during these demonstrations. 


Ki 
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Q May I ask for the name? 

A If I remember correctly it was Valkenhorst. 

Q What did you do thereupon? 

A I received a call from the Landrat (head of administration of district) 
telling me that three or four old Jewish people had been delivered to him for 
protective custody. 

Q From whom? 

A The way he told me, SA men had brought in these Jews, I thereupon 
visited the Landrat right away and asked him to release these Jews immediately. 
He said that he had no instructions whatsoever which would be in opposition 
to that and the Jews were thereupon released immediately. 

Q Did the Party or the Political Leaders in your district have any 
profits from these anti-Jewish demonstrations and from the Jewish boycott? 

A We did not receive anything and did not profit at all. The Jews 
thereupon sold their goods slowly and emigrated. 

Q I repeat my question concerning the valuables that belonged to the 
Jews. As far as you know, did any political leader obtain any Jewish land 
or real-estate? 

A I can think of no case when a political leader received any Jewish 
owned property. 

Q Who was in charge of the expulsion of Jews out of the area? 

A The State Police Offices, 

Q Did any political leaders take part in this expulsion of Jews? 

A I remember two, three cases when political leaders asked me whether 


this or the other Jew could stay. 


Q In other words, the answer to my question would actually be "No, 4 


just the opposite." 
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I now go over to a further point of the Prosecution. In the Northern Germany 
Area, about which you can give your own opinion, were any foreign workers mis- 
treated as far as you know? 
The treatment of foreign workers was good in my Kreis or District and 
neighboring areas. 


Was your district an agricultural district? 


Mostly agricultural and a little bit of industry, mostly torf (peat). 


© Can you describe conditions of the foreign laborers in the agricultural 
mxkixxa districts? 

A The foreign workers in our district for the most part lived in the 
houses of the farmers, They ate together with the farmers and the German 
farm Xxx helpers and after a short time already looked excellent as far as 
their health was concerned. 

COLONEL KAREV: I think that this witness is only qualified to answer 
if it is established that the Party was in charge of the foreign workers and 
their treatment and living conditions, 

MR. BERGES: ‘Even though the Party did not have any direct responsibility 
for the living conditions and accommodations of the foreign workers, any case of 
bad treatment or inhuman treatment would have been reported immediately to the 
Kreisleitung, as the local political organization, Also the Prosecution states 
that the Party, that is the Political Leaders, were responsible. 

COLONEL KAREV: I wish the defense would refrain from asking the 
witness questions concerning how the foreign workers were treated in that 
one particular district and on the other hand ask questions concerning the 
treatment of foreign workers as a whole, everywhere, 

WR. BERGES: I do not understand the objection. I just wanted to 


ask these last questions. 
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CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Mr. Berges, it is the same point that has been 
made several times during these proceedings and that is, what this witness 


testifies to with regard toa very minute section of what went on inthe 
country, has very little probative value. We would like to have your 
questions directed to the actions and policies of the activity of the 
Organization as a whole and not as to some very minute area, 

MR. BERGES: May I say that the Corps of Political Leaders with its 
two million members is accused? .The court has said that there is quite a 
bit of material concerning the top available, that is the Gauleiters and 
Kreisleiters. Of those two million members, 93 percent belonged to the 
lower categories, From this 93 percent I have to take out some practical 
information concerning their activities and I can do that only if I can get 
from the witness general information. The witness, at the end of the defense 
questioning, can give various general statements since he was in a position 
to see the conditions in Northern Germany extremely well. 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Would you proceed with the general statements 
then, please? 

COLONEL KAREV: І wish the defense counsel would put a cuestion to 
the witness about what measures the political organization took when they 
learned about the ill-treatment and conditions which prevailed. 

MR. BERGES: The witness up to now has answered that he knows of 
no case‘of mistreatment. 

COLONEL KAREV: If we are going to take so much time in order to 
hear again all about the criminal activities which took place and weh 


the Tribunal already knows about, we shall not have enough time to speak 


about the crimfnal character of the Organizations. We must be more A 
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distinct because we are a Commission and not a Tribunal. 

MR. BERGES: Of course I intend to prove that it did not have a 
criminal character. 
BY DR. BERGES: 

Q The Prosecution asked what the Kreisleitung could have доге in case 
they had heard of any cases of mistreatment of Eastern workers. Do you 
know of any such case? 

A In cases where any of the farmers were responsible for minor mis- 
treatment of workers, these workers were immediately taken away from them, 
I heard of one more serious case where the workmaster criminally attacked 
a Russian or Polish foreign worker, a girl. I immediately reported that 
man to the police and he received one and one-half years of hard labor from 
the regular courts. That was not the case just in my District but the Kreis- 
leiters all had orders from the Gauleitung to supervise the conditions and 
accommodations of the foreign workers constantly. 

Q A further point of the Prosecution is the so-called Lynching Justice. 
In your area were there a large number of landings by foreign fliers? 

А We were along the main route of planes from England to Germany and 
we had a number of emergency landings and parachute jumpings. 


CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Where was this area? 


A Clobbenburg, in the southern part of the Province of Oldenburg. 


Q Was there quite a bit of activity by strafing - fighter planes? 

A The strafing in the last few months of the war prevented any kind 
of movement on the streets during daylight. 

Q What was the feeling of the population, especially as far as 


strafing was concerned? 
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A The population had a number of casualties from these low flying 
strafing planes and was bitter about it. 

Q Could the population have gone over by itself to certain acts of self- 
justice? 

А I don't believe so. 

Q Did the Political Leaders in that respect have another opinion or 
point of view? 

A No. 


Q Did you know about the Bormann Decree? 


A Ido not remember the Bormann Decree but I dof remember an article by 


Goebbels in "Im Reich" in which he said that the population was excited and 
that disturbances would not be impossible. 

Q The Bormann Decree contains about the same thought. It prohibits any 
kind of activity against the population in cases where the population would 
be taking in enemy flyers. Do you know of any such decree? 

A I heard of such a Decree but I personally have never seen it. 

Q At that time or later? 

A That was in the last, the very last time, 

Q I wish the witness would explain a little further what he means by 
"the last time," 

A During the last three or four months, 


CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Did that Decree of Bormann's come out in 1945 or 


YR. BERGES; І believe it was 1944. 


THE WITNESS: I can't say. 
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Q Was any action taken in connection with that Bormann Decree? 
A We acted to the end as we acted in the beginning; that is, we turned 


over any captured enemy flyer to the army and did not concern ourselves with 


him directly. Any of the population that had helped these flyers, that is 


given them shelter or food, or had kept them overnight, were in no way 
acted against by the Party. 

о Did you, as Kreisleiter, help any such people if they were revealed 
by name through some other source? 

A Yes, due to a very human feeling. 

Q Did you provide any articles of the Kreisleitung for these flyers 
that landed during emergencies? 

A During the last month, that is during April, a soldier brought me 
nine to eleven prisoners, among which was a Canadian flyer. He could not 
get rid of them in any way because the offices did not function any more, 
I then told him to bring these prisoners to Ahlhorn, about 10 kilometers 
away, and I gave them food and a few cans of meat and also let them drink 
before they left. 

Q One major cuestion concerning this whole point of Prosecution. 
You come from an Internment Camp in Northern Germany, don't you? 

A Yes, 

Q With about how many more Political Leaders were you there, that is 
Political Leaders of Northern Germany? 

A About a thousand to twelve hundred. 

Q +n that camp were you an aide or assistant to the confidence man 
that was working for the Nurnberg Trial? 


A Yes, I was selected for that. 
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Q Since about when were you active? 
A November of last year. 
Q I have here a number of statements by political leaders of the 


Camp Falibostel, Were you active in collecting these statements? 


A Yes. 


Q, These statements concern themselves with the points of the 


prosecution - concern those points which I have up to now discussed with 


you in this interrogation, that is, Persecution of the Church, Persecution 


of the Jews, Concentration Camps, Lynching Justice or Treatment of 


Enemy Flyers, and the Treatment of Foreign Workers. 
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Q Would you say йик that during your meetings 
with these political leaders from all nc thern Germany, 

did you find out anytning that was in opposition to what 
you have stated here before this commission? 

A No. 

Q Well can you, due to your activity in the 
internment camp Falibostel, would you tell us whether or 
not the action or the activities of the political leaders 
in other gaus and other districts were the same as yours? 

A From the sworn statements, sworn affidavits, 

I coukl charge that the treatment of the workers concem ing 
all of the points of the ХЕБАНЕЖХ Prosecution were the same 
all over Northern Germany as they were in my particular 


district of Clobbenburg. 


Q I want youjto state or to acknowledge you did 


not at any time turn back any sworn statements which 
had a particular character, or which was of another char- 
acter as the statements you have made here? 

A I can certify it. 

DR. BERGER: Thank you, I have no further 
statements. 
CROSS EXAMINA TION 

BY COLONEL GRIFFITH JONES: 

Q Was it the duty of the leadership corps to 
carry out instructions issued by the Nazi Party? 


A Yes, 
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Q Was it true that the leadership corps of the 
Жихухкикку Nazi Party organized the State, the country? 

A When we came the state already was с дап ized. 
We made a number of changes. 

Q And the local administration of the Nazi ‘arty 
was run, was it not, by the leadership ви corps? 

A The business of the state administration was 
not lead by the political party but by the State. 

Q Was the Gauleiter not in authority over the 
administration within his gau? 

A The Gauleiter was also Reichstadthalter. 1+ 
was his duty to keep liaison between the party and state. 
The first gx Gauleiter Roever who died in 1942 was not 
active in that. The next succeeding Gauleiter, Wegener, 
was more active in that field and brought about a number 
of changes. 

Q I don't want to go into a long story as to 
how the political leaders were appointed, but may I 
take it that they were all voluntarily occupying their 
offices? 

A Yes 

Q And that also applies, does it not, tb the 
zellenleiter and the blockleiter? 

A The blockleiter and zellenleiters were appointed 


through the Ortsgruppenleiters, after he had a discussion 


| + 
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with the staff. However, if a person considered himself 


not up to par or that he was unable to do a job, œ that 


he did not have the time, we looked for another one, 


Q And it was decidedly voluntary on the part of the 
gellenleiters æ blockleiters whether a пої they accepted 
the position? 

A Yes 

Q Апа I want to ask you a word about the paæatikłzał 
meetings of the political leaders. You told us yesterday 
that the Gauleiters were meeting, 1 think, every six weeks 
or 30, 

A About every six to eight weeks these Kreisleiters 
and Gauleiters met togethere 

Q I just wanted to clear it up, in your testimony 
yesterday, you stated that the Kreisleiters attended meet- 
ings in addition to the Gauleiter staff? 

A Also representatives cf the government were 
invited. 

Q At the meeting of the Kreisleiters did the 
Ortsgruppenleiters attend? 

A Yes, ami every week in the Kreisleiters was 
а mxxxüx meeting for those who wanted to attend, but 
every four а five weeks, all of the œ tsgruppenleiters, 
together with the nearest ef the Kreisleiters staff 


were called together for the meeting. 
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Q Did the zellenleiters and the Blockleiters 
attent those meetings? 

A No 

Q Did the Ortsgruppenleiters hold meetings of the 
Zellenleiters and Blockleiters? 

A It was the duty of the Ortsgruppenleiters to 
call together every political leader at least once a 
month. 


Q Do you include in those political leaders of 


the Ortsgruppenleiters, did you include the Blockleiter s? 


A tes, 

Q Did the Zellenleiters hod independent meetings 
of their ома which the Blockleiters attended? 

A No, that hardly happened, but they did at 
times come together to straighten out thoir financial 
affairs since they had to collect the-money and check 
the membership list and so оп, 

& Am I right in &saiming that at all of those 
meetings of the political leaders general business was 
done and any с’ дегз that had to be issued were passed on, 
of all grades? 

A During these larger meetings all impo tant busi- 
ness was passed on, However, any new œw ders usually were 


gent to us through me ssagés. 
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9 If there were orders which had to be passed 
on to the blockleiters, were they sent by message to the 
blockleiters or were they generally passed on verbally at 
the monthly meetings? 

A There between the blockleiters and zellenleiters 
on one side and the ortsgruppenleiters and the staff on 
the other side, there was supposed to be no written instruc- 
tions in order not to make these people of any lower rank 
or lower positions, not to make them too much work. 

Q So that there were as a general rule no written 
instructions passed below the ortsgruppenleiter, is that 
correct? 

A No, not as a rule. 

Q I want to ask one rather general question, tak- 
ing their duties as a whole, would: it have been pos sible 
for the a tsgruppenleiters to carry them out, had they 
not had at their disposal the services of the zellenleiters 
and the blockleiters? 

A That is all they could have done on the whole, 
since during these monthly conferences of the party members, 
the orders or any such messages could have been passed опе 

Q In such cases then it would not have been ров- 
sible иу tha services of the zellenleiters and the 
plockleiters were essential? 

A As far as publication @ making public such 


orders or Ши decrees was concerned, the ortsgruppenleiters 
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could have that done through a speaker at the monthly 
conferences. The administration matters on the other hand, 
that is, the collection of the money, the p eparation and 
collection of various items, that we had to prepare in the 
blockleiters and the zellenleiters. 

Q Now I want to ask you about the tasks of those 
blockleiters and zellenleiters in а little more detail. 
In dealing with that matter yesterday you told us that 
block and zellen leiters had no authority to carry out 
arrests? 

= les, 

Q Tell me, did higher grades of the political 
leaders have the right to arrest persons? 

A No political leader whatsoever had the right 


бо arrest people œ had any executive powers. 


4 I only asked you that bmsxmxsx because I 


wonder what the significance of your answer was, if anye 
You told us also that they did not have the pa er to 
confiscate property? 

эр Yes. 

Q Do you mean by that that some of the other 
political leaders did have the power to confiscate 
property? 

A Political leaders с men of the party did 


not have any right to confiscate anything. 
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Q You toli us yesterday that when a party member 
was 8landered by anybody he went and told the blockleiter 
about it? 


А Хез. 


Q And what did the blockleiter do about it? 


A The blockleiter then gave him advice what he 


should doe 


Q And what sort of advice did the blockleiter give 


A Only the simplest advice. If it was a more 
difficult case he went to the ortsgruppenleiter with that 
thing. 

Q Апа what action did the œ tsgruppenleiter take? 

A Well, it was possible for the ortsgruppenleiter 
to give a little more concrete information, either say, 
go to the district administration and complain there @ 
make up with the person and I will help you in it. 

Q The party member did not go to the blockleiter, 
did he, to tell the blockleiter about it in order that 
the party should get busy with the man who had slandered him? 

A No, he could not do that. He knew that the 
party could not do that. It was the duty af the gx regular 


courts or state offices, 
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Q Then, if that was so, why was it necessary for 
the party member who was slandered to go to the blockleiter 
and not go to the normal administrative office or judicial 
offices where anybody else could go? 

A First of all the route tothe blockleiter was 
the sha test, and, secondly, he coukd talk to the blockleiter 
man to man, and he did not have the embarrassment that he 
wuld have had in speaking. іо the judicial officers, and, 
thirdly, we told the people tp come to us if they had any 
difficulty where we could help them. 

Q Very well. I am going to leave that. 

Now, I want to ask you about another task of 

the blockleiter and zellenleiter, and I refer to Vocument 
PS-062, USA 696, Do you remember an a der issued by the 
Deputy of the Fuehrer on the 15th of March, 1940, conta n= 
ing instructions that enemy paradiutists were to be immed- 
lately arrested or liquidated? 

A No, 

@ Did you never get that order in the gaus in which 
you were working? 


A I do not know that а der, 


D lou were & Gauleiter in March, 1940, were you 


I was a Kreisleiter in 1940. 
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Q You were a Kreisleiter and your Gauleiter never 
passed that on in your monthly conferences with him? 

A No, 1 did not receive any such œ ders either 
in 1940 or later. 

Q Well, I want to ask you about it generally, 
because I am not real ly interested in your personally 
and all you did in your own particular gaus, but I an 
interested in the leadership corps generally, and the 
instructions to the gauleiters read as follows: 

parachutists 

"The attached directions as to/mgxmzmumxm are to 
be disseminated only orally by a Kreisleiter, ortsgruppen- 
leiter, zellenleiter and blockleiter." Nx 

Now, let me ask you first of all your own views 
about that order. .Do you think it is proper to issue 
an œ der to liquidate enemy parachutists? 

A That not only would have been unlawful but 
it also would have been a very vulgar œ дег. We, owr- 
selves, had fliers in England. 

Q it was not only a vulgar order, but, in fact, 
it is an order to commit murder, isn't it? 

t t did not receive such ап ar der. 

Q I am just asking you your views on it. 

A tes, that would be murder. 


Q Well now, can you tell me this: If the 


corps of political leaders is an œ ganization which 
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is only used for proper and lawful purposes, why is it 
an order such as that has been issued to them? 


A I did not receive that œ der and also did not 


EBRExXX:itxazmx pass it on. 


Q I am not asking you what you did, but you 


have been telling us that the leadership corps was an 
orgm ization which did not take part in criminal activity. 
I ап asking you if that is so, why is it this order has 
been issued to members of the leadership corps, to all 
members of the leadership corps to be carried out by them? 

A I do not know this order. 1 did not see it 
and 1 wuld not have carried it out. 

Q Then, I take it you have noe xplanation and 
no answer to my question. 

A 1 believe that I answered all of your questions. 
I said 1 considered such an order tobe very low, and that 
I would not have carried out @ passed on such an order. 

Q Very well. Now I want to pass to something else.

Q Now I want to turn to another task of the 
political leaders, Did you say yesterday that spying 
on their neighbors was not one of the tasks of the political 
leaders? 


А *es, I said that. 
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Q lf the political leaders had been instructed 


to discover and report upon people who had not voted 


during one of the Reichstag elections, would you consider 


that spying? 
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Yes, that would be a spy. 
They were in fact instructed to do that, were they not? 


I did not receive any such order for spying or swindling? 


I do not know of that.

Q De you know that such orders were issued in some Gaus anywhere?

Let me ask you for your explanation of this letter. I refer to 
D-43, which is a new Document, It is contained in the Prosecution Document 
ра Frick and will be now numbered as Prosecution Document — Political 
Leadership Corps No. 1. 
(THE WITNESS IS HANDED THE DOCUMENT) 
You can see the letter is dated May 26, 1936? 
A Yes. 
Q It is addressed to all Ortsgruppen and Stutzpunktleiters, Tell 
me briefly what is а Sttzpunktleiter? 
A Stuntzpunktleiters formerly were a small unit under the Ortsgruppen, 
later all Stutzpunktleiters were elevated, 
Q In May, 1936 the stutzpunktleiters were apparently still a subordinate 
leader group? 
A The Stutzpunktleiters were in the middle between the Kreisleiters 
and the Ortsgruppen. 
Q I will read that letter to you and perhaps you can follow me with 
demand 
the interpretor: "In view of a финжЕкии by the Reichs Minister of the 
Interior, Dr. Frick, & report has to be made wherever officials did not 
comply with their duty of voting on the 29th of March of this year," 
The letter is regarding the Reichstag election of 29 March, 1936, 
Does that not indicate that Dr. Frick hed sent instructions to all 


Gaus? It leoks like it does, dees it not? < 2 
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A We did not receive any orders fron any State departments or offices 
and we were not subject to such orders, 

Q It leoks from the first paragraph that those orders had been issued 
to all Gaus, 

A Yes, one could suppose that. 

Q Then, we will read on, 

A It alse looks possible that he had to send the order from the Govern- 
ment offices in Bremen and that it went by way of mouth to the party. 

Q It may have gone by way of mouth to all members of the party, but 
the letter shows it was written and addressed to all Ortsgrupcen and 
Stutzpunktleiters. Do you realize that? 

A Yes, 

Q I will read on: "Se far as such cases are known in your Ortsgruppe 
or your Stutzpunkt, you will report them to me not later than May 3rd." 

Will you agree with me that the Nazi party gave word to the world that 
the Reichtagge elections in 1936 were free elections? 

A Yes, 

Q What do you suppose was the purpose of finding out now the names of 
the civil servants who did not vote for the Nazi party? 

A I don't know the reason bur that, It also states as far as these 
cases were known ~ as far as they were known to the public, 

Q You don't generally know who has not veted unless you make inquiries, 
до you? ; Know 

A Well, there were people who were proud and let temowm the fast, that 


they did not take pert in the election! 


Q Let me ask you agsin, If the elections were free elections, what

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5 June, 
purpose was there in having the names of those who did not vote reported 
to Dr. Frick, the Minister of the Interior? What мав the purpose of de- 
manding these reports? 

A I cannot tel! you that for sure. 

Q It does not sound very credible or very legal dees it? 

A One does not know what reasons he had for this letter. There were 
а number of party members, who were always publicly very active for the party. 
They were always present in every meeting and it possibly would have been 
v ery interesting to find out what their real activities and opinions were. 

Q Will you leok at the а sentence? I quote: "This circular has 
to be destroyed immediately after this matter is settled," If there was 
nothing to be ashamed of, what could be the possible reason for having to 


destroy this circular immediately? 


Q In this case, I would not have asked that this cicumlar be destroyed, 
It says here that the reports had to be correct, that they had to be treated 
very carefully, se that no wrong would happen to an innocent man, 

Q I am not asking you what you would have said to that circular, or 
if you would have said that it should be destroyed, I am asking you still 
if you can, as a Geuleiter, offer any explanation as to why Dr. Frick and 
the Kreis in Bremen gave instructions that the circular should be destroyed 


immediately! 


A I did not know of the existance of this letter and I do not know 


Dr. Frick's reasons for sending it out, 


DR. BERGES; The witness claims that this was a wrong translation 
he did not say he did not know of the existance of this letter, he said he 


did not know it came from Dr. Frick. 
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THE WITNESS: I do not knew anything comcerning this request of 
Dr. Frick: 
BY COLONEL JONES; 

Q Can you give me an average figure of the number of people whom the 
Ortsgruppenleiter would. have under him] 

A Ortsgruppenleiters in some areas had under them up to 4,000 or 5,000 
party members and people. 

Q If he had to find out the civil servants that had not veted, it 
would be quite impossible to do it by himself would 1t not? 

A Wo, he could not have done it. 

Q Then the people he woul ghave asked to help him would be the Block- 
leiters and the Zellenleiters. Would he not? 

A They could do it even less, as they did not see the voting lists, 

Q They might hsve known even less, but if inquiries had to be made, 
which were strictly secret, thay аге the people that the Orte eruppenleieters 
would have ordered to make the inquiries? 

А He could not have use the Bleckleieters and the Zellenleiters for 
this inquiry, due to the fact that they had no information whatseever, 28 
the election qualifications were all state qualifications and state troops, 

Q You have told us once that they were the type of people he would 
use end now when you realize the significance of answering, you are going 
back on it. If the Ortegruppenleieter could not do it by himself, who 
would have helped him if it was not the Pleckleiete rs end the Zellenleiters? 

A I cannot tell you because inguiries of that kind were not his 
duty. 

Q Not whose duty? 
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The duty of the Ortsgruppenleiter, 


It is his duty to make those inquiries when he was instructed to 


This is a very special case, which cannot be considered as a rule. 

I will ask you once more in this very special case if it was tke not the 
Zellenleiters and the bleckleieters that he got te make inquiries for him, 
who was it! 

A I cannot ġell you anything concerning this, I did not do anything 
like that and have no explanation. 

Q We will pass on to something else. Please return the Decument to me, 

(THE WITNESS RETURNS THE DOCUMENT. ) 

De you know that in about the year 1937 a decree was made uncer which 
persons with hereditary disease were te be compulsory sterilized? 

A I до not know of such a law. 

Q I am going to refer you to a Decument D-181, which is a new Document 
and will become Prosecution Document ~ Political Leadership Corps No. 2 and 
can be found in the Frick Document book, You can see that this is a letter, 
dated 21 January, 1937 from the Gauleiter's Office at Westfalen-Sud, If you 
will look at the end of it, you will see that it is distributed to 
Gauamtsleiters, Gaminspekteure and Kreisleiters and on the tep of it you 
will see the rubber stamp of the Kreisleieter Ziegerland 

DR. BERGES; I understand that the witness is being asked whether 
he wasfaware of a decree concerning the sterilization of venerjal disease 
cases, Was that a mistranslation? E 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: It was hereditary disease 


DR. BERGES; The witness was asked re-arding venexjal disease,

BY COLONEL JONES; 

Q I said hereditary disease. Do you know of this decree? 

A І do not know. 

Q I want you to follow the third paragraph, "The question where а 
person is an imbecile cannot be solely judged by carrying on an intelligence 
test, but requires a complete evaluatiom of the entire human personality. This 


evahuation should take into consideration, not only the knowledge and the 


intellectual capabilities, but also his ethical, moral and political attitude. 


A number of Civil Servant doctors have attached little importance to the re- 
viewing of personalities as a whole, They have, up to now, hardly ever judged 
the political conduct of the so-called person with hereditary disease.  There- 
fore, by virtue of the party,@% the Reich Minister of the Interior is referring 
matters of hereditary disease to the desk of all Gauleiters that the law re- 
garding heredity ailments will be used in the sense in which it is desired," 

In your Gau, or in your Kreist, did you never has the task of assist~ 
ing in examining the political attitude of people, in order to ascertain whether 
or not they were insane? 

A I took part in this at one time when a nature healer and a drunkard 
was supposed to be sterilized. It was during the war and I questioned it and 
asked that this sert of operation should at least wait until the end of the war, 
Q May I then take it that а nature healer and a drunkard is to be counted 
insane and is to be sterilized if he does not follow the Nazi party, but, if 
he is a strict follower of the Nazi party, then the fact that he is a nature 
healer 5nd a drunkard makes no difference at all? 


А No,

Q Why was it necessary for you to examine the political views of 
the nature healer and the drunkard in connection with the action that 
was to be taken under this law? 

A The case which wes known to me and alse known to the entire popu- 
lation of the Kreis, the person had asked empecially that the Kreisleiter 
be asked concerning his actions and concerning his activities and whether 
such an action had to be taken against him a family man at this time. 

Q Well, it comes to thie then does it not, that if he was a good 
party member that action was not taken against him, if he was not a good 
party member, he was sterilized, 


A He was not a party member, That did not make any difference te 


me. He was later used as a Chief of a Medical Detachment and was a very 


good soldier. 

Q We will not consider that particular case any further. Can you 
tell me how many people the Kreislieter had in his Kreis? 

A My Kreis contained about 6,800 people 

д You, then, in your Kreis could not possibly have been able te make 
inquiries into the political attitude of all of the imbeciles and people 
with a hereditary disease, 

A Wo. 

Q Then, the persons you got to help you in your Kreis were the 
Bleckleiters the Zellenleiters and the Ortsgruppenleieters? 

A No, concerning inquiries like this I would have named my own 
persons, It would have been a too àifficult job for a Blockleieter, ar a 
Zellenleiter to carry this out. 


Q So you would have done it yourself, would you? 
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A If I would have received such an order, I would have seen to it 
that the case was cleared up personally. 

Q Would you have had the time te carry on your other duties as 
Кгејвјеј бег if you hed to go out and make inquiries about all the people 
who might have hereditary disease or might be imbeciles among six ог 
seven thousand persons, 

A The number of imbeciles and people with hereditary disease was so 
small in an agricultural community as ours it would only have been a very 
emall task. 

Q We will leave that matter. Do you know that in the years 1939 
and 1940 tnder Nazi Government in Germany nursery homes were set up where 
persons suffering from incucrable diseases were murdered? 

A I heard rumors at times thet somewhere in Germany people with 
incurrable diseases, after careful stu@y, were to be liquidated er 
removed, 

Q That is murder, is it not, according to the ethics of practically 
every nation in the world? 

А Yes, that would be murder. When I heard this rumor, I inquired 
of the Gauleiter if there were such things and Em why we were not во 
informed, as the people first came to лав inquiring about these things, 

The Gauleiter therefore asked me why I came with such fables as thie subject 
to an official for inguiry, 

Q If the corps of political leaders took any part, however/ insignificant, 
in the business of those institutions $t would be discreditable and illegal,

Would you say thet this is a letter from the Reichministry of the 
Interior te the Gaustabsamtsleiter Sellmer in Nurnberg, dated Berlin, 31 
December, 19401 

А Yes, 

Q Can you see the rubber stamp of the Kreisleiter on it? 

А Yes. 

Q Тһе letter reads; 

"My @ear party member Sellmer! I forward in the enclesure an in- 
cident, which deals with the affair, about which you have been informed by 
party member Blanicenburg from the Fuhrer's chancellery. As you can see 
in the application of Mre, Marie Kehr, the latter would like to have in- 
formation, whether it is possible by a law of the Reich, to relieve pepple 
from ‘heir incurable sufferings, I request that you investigate, whether 
Kehr is politically reliable, especially whether she does not have church . 
connections. In case this should not be so, from my side, there are no 
misgivings, if you give Kehr the desired information orally." 

The footnote reads: "Ortsgruppenleiter Party member Popp is of the 
opinion, that one can inform Mrs. Kehr. She is calm and circumspect." 

As a member of the Nazi party, why the fact that her having church 
connections would make any difference as to whether she is told if people 


can be relieved of their incurreble sufferings?

A Maybe one thought that necessary, Marie Kehr may have been sent 
by the church to make such an inquiry so that later on it could be used 
against the party. 

Q What could be wrong,if it is perfectly alright, with telling the 

church that the party had passed that law? 


A They could have asked thet question directly to the party or to 


the office of the party. 


Q Tell me who would the Кам ter have made inquiries about that 


letter? The Gauleiter sent it to the Kreisleiter and how would the Kreis- 
leiter have made inquiries about that? 

A The Kreisleiter would have passed this inquiry on to the Ortsrupven- 
leiter, who in this case would have concerned himself personally with this 
inquiry. See, it ie written on the bottom in ink that the Ortsgruppenleiter 
can i@form Мге. Kirk of the circumstances. 

Q Мау we take it in view of that Document and the one presented vefoere 
that it was a part of the duties of the political leaders to make inquiries 
as to the political attitude of persons generally? 

A If there were cases like that when a person's name was submitted, I 
don't see why they should not have been answered, 

Q Was it the duty of the political leaders to make inquiries as to 
the political attitude of people in connection with such laws as they were 
passed by the Nazi Government? 

A It was not their duty normally. 

Mr. Berges: I want to object against this last question. I object 


for the reason that the witness said he hed mo information and did not know 
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of any orders concerning hereditary illness or the previous letter concerning 
sterilization and that such things were not carried on in his area. Therefore, 
1f the witness is asked questions about these matters, he can not give direct 
answers, but only give his opinion, 
COLONEL JONES: I want to turn to the question of foreign workers, 
BY COLONEL JONES: 
Q Would you consider it geod, kind, humane treatment if foreign women 
who had been forced to work in Germany for the Germans were compelled te 
have abortions if they became pregnant? 
A I would consider it as being against moral laws. 
Q Would it be against all the rules of humanity if when a woman had 
a child it was seized away from her and brought -up elsewhere? 
A I would not have permitted thet. 
Q If the corps of Political Leaders were taking part in activities 
of that kind, would you still say that they were not a criminal organization? 
MR. BERGES: I have to object to that question, 28 it is a purely 
judicial question concerning which the 5 has to decide.

BY COLONEL JONES; /Would you say that the corps never took part in criminal 


activities: 


A That was never part of our duty. I was never concerned with that 


act. 


Q I am not asking you what you are concerning with personally. I will 
ask you my question again, If the Political Leaderehip corps were in fact 
taking part in activities of the kind that I have described to you, would 


you say that they were not taking part in criminal activities? 
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Mr. Berges: I object to this question for the same reason that 
I objected to the last question. 
CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Mr. Berges, is it your position thet this man 


cannot tell а criminel act?

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COLONEL GRIF-ITH-JCNES: Before we adjourned I was asking sore 
que stions about the treatment of foreign women workers who had become preg- 
пат. 

BY COLONEL GRIFFITH-JONES: 

Q Will you take this file,that I can say at this time is being 
photostated , at which time I shall like Dr вена ЖД a photostatic 
copy, probably tomorrow, or as soon as I get it. In the meantime let 
Dr.Berges look at it. 

DR, BERGES: All right. May I look at it first? 

COLONEL GRIFFITH JONES: Yes. 

BY COLONEL GRIFFITH JONES: 

Q This document will be D884, prosecution, document of Leadership 
Corps No. 4. I want you to look at the first document in the captured 
file,and you will see that it is a document signed by somebody who 
holds himself cut as the Hauptbererchsleiter, ог Gauleitumof Baden 
Alsace, dated 28 March 1944, and marked "secret." W uld you look at 
the end of the document to see to whom it is distributed. It ends, 
"Gauobmann of the German Labor Front, Gau Propaganda Chief, Gau Press 
Office Chief, Gauamtsleiter of the bureau for racial policy, national 
health, the peasantry, national welfare, questions of race, Gau Women's 


Leadership, Gau Labor Office Baden Alsace, Kreisleiters, Kreisobmanner of 


the German Labor Front, Kreis .Peasant Leaders, Commander of t e Security 2 у 
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Police and SD, Strassbourg, Head of the Office of the Commissioner of the 
Reich Commissar for the Consolidation of German Race, Strassbourg. 

Now I want you to look at part II of the letter. It is headed"Re- 
garding the treatment ef pregnant foreign workers and children given 
birth to by the same in the Reich," and particular attention is drawn 
to the directive for the treatment of such children in the circular of 
the NSDAP,headed "Welfare Officer." That encloses extract from the 
decree cf tle Reichsfuehrer SS on 27 July 1943. Will you read that part? 
Then it shows the procedure for the application for abortion, which is 
once more explained below. 1. The factories report all cases of pregnancy 
to the competent Labor Office. 

That, presumably, із the labor office of the Gauleiter, is it? 

A No, that is the State Employment Office. 

Q Why should it be addressed as "Gau Labor Office? If you will look 
at the end you will find that the letter is adiressed to "Gau Labor 
Office." 

A That was the name Gauarbeitsamt, or the words , "State Employment 
Office" within the Саш. а 

Q And the сале under the authority of Gauleiter,did they not? 

A No, the Gaulei ter could not give them any orders. 

Q Are you telling the Comission that the office which is described 
as the "Gau Labor Office" was coupletely indepéndent and received no 
instructions from the Gauleiter? 


A Yes. 


Q Very wll. Let's go into the next paragraph, "The Labor Office reports 


the case to the Youth Office in order to establish paternity. Is that 
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the Youth Office іп the Galeiter? 

A The Youth Office is every time with the District Administration 
of Landrat. 

Q You are telling us that the Youth Office is quite independent of 
the Gauleiter, or that the Youth Office is under the Landrat of the 
District, and the administration and the Geuleiter had по authority concern- 
ing it? 

A (No answer) 

Q Very wll. Look at the next paragraph: "The Health Office carries 
out an examination to determine health and hereditary health and submits a 
report." Is that the health office referred to in the distribution? 

A It is the health office of the District, that is, het the political 
district but the State District. 

Q SO ther was really no object in sending this letter to the 
"Gauleiter of Aut IV National Health."? 

A He énly received it for information. 

Q Will you look at paragraph 5."If the investigations show that the 
progenéy will be racially satisfactory and hereditarily healthy, they 
will, after birth, go to homes for foreign children, to be looked after by 
the National Socialist Welfare Organization (NSV)." The NSV is part 
of the Gauleitér,isn't it? 


A Yes. 


Q So that the NSV in the Gauleiter are responsible for taking the 


babies away from their mothers 7 
A No, the responsible office is the State Office that turned them 
over to them. 


Q It was going to be managed by the Gam, is it not? 
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А І have not read thet letter and I сат not say what is in the first 
pages of the letter,but from what conclusion I did see is that it was 
merely information for those organizations to take over these children 
in case there are directives to then by the State Office. 

Q Let's g into the last paragraph: "I request the Kreisleiters to 
record immediately through the usual channels, in conjunction with 
the Kreisobmann of the German Labor Front, and the Kreis peasant leader, 
all cases of pregnancy which have already occurred and all children already 
born, An examimation ~ in accordance with the new directives - of all 
children of foreign female workers who were taken under the care of the 
NSV before the issue of the new instructions, is also necessary." It 
is quite clear, is it not, that the Gauleiters and the Kreisleiters 
are taking a part in the carrying out of these instructions with re- 
gard to pregnant women? 

A It shows here that it is to be done in the already named way, 
the already named channels. Cam you tell m what the way is that is 
referred to in this case? 

Q No. I an asking you to answer my Questions. Is it quite clear froa 
that that the Gauleiter and the Kreisleiter are taking part in the carrying 
out of this order, If you have any doubt, look again where it slates: 

"I request the Kreisleiters to record." That is to say they are taking 
part in carrying out this order? 

A Yes. Here is named the way, or the manner or way in which they are 
Supposed to report, or do that. I would like to know before I answer as to 
what that way is. 

Q We vill come tothat. I shall show you in one moment . 
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DR BERGES:  Théwitness says that he did not know ог does not know 
the contents of the letter,and the measures taken. ‘These are matters that 
happened in the Gau at Strassbourg» In other words,the witness can give 
his opihion о? what he knows about it,but he can not give any witness 
testinony. 

COLONEL GRIFFITH JONES: I am sure that Dr. Berges is not going 
to interrupt ле any more then is necessary,and I am here quite fair. I 
am trying to ask the witness questions and get his evidence without any 
possible interrutpion, Tell me this, it would be quite impossible for 
the Kreisleiter without assistance to discover the cases of every preg- 
nancy of foreign women within his Kreis, would it not? 

À That is possible, 

Q Well, it is certain, isn't it? Tell him no need to go on like 
that, 

A Yes,I could find out about the number of pregnant women,but I 
would have to go to the District aduinistration, or to the Mayor, and 
ask him whether he kmws of any such cases,and there were cases in uy 
area where foreign workers had childrem,and these children grew up on 
these farms, 

Q I know that you will be reasonable. Now in practice the Kreis- 
leiter would never have time to go around every day, or every week ask- 
ing and finding out for himself which particular women, if any, were 
pregnant ? 

A I was never asked that. 

Q I ал asking you, the Kreisleiter wuld be unable to carry out this 
order of reporting unless he obtained assistance from somebody else? 


A Yes, certainly, 
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Q Would the persons hewas going іо get assistance from be his own 
Ortsgruppenleit ers? 

A In this case I would have to ask the Peasant Leaders who would 
know that better. 

Q Would this mtter not have been discussed at the Kreisleiters' 
meeting with his own Ortsgruppenleiters? 

A No, the Ortsgruppenleiters came to me and wanted to know, for 
instance, what can be done about the se children that were growing up 
on these German farms, There were c ases where the German children 
Spoke better Polish than they spoke German,since they all played together, 
ad they did not like that. 

Q Now stick to the point. I am asking you how the Kreisleiters are going 
to find out what women workers are pregnant,and when they became preg- 
папі ,апа Isaid to Jou, "That the way in which they would do it would be 


through or with their Ortsgruppenleit ers." 


A If I would have been required to find outisuch a thing, I would have 


discussed this matter at the next meeting of tne Ortsgruppenleiters, 
the Peasant Leaders, and the Labor Front Leaders,ard would have asked for 
their suggestions, 

Q And the Ortsgruppenleiters would have had to see their Zellenleiters 
and Blockleiters, and would have asked them for their suggestion, or if 
too late, they would know of any cases in which it would have occurred, 
would they not? 

A They could have done it,yes,amd I believe they would have asked 
the Peasant Labors. Whenever a mother wert through pregnancy she had to 
be dropped as a working person,and the Peasant Leader had to provide a 


new person for that particular place, and, therefore, it would have been 
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the Peasant leader that would have known concerning these cases better: 
than the Zellenleitersand the Blockleiters. 

Q Just look at the next document. You see there a list or scale show- 
ing the Births, Abortions, Pregnancies that had oecurred in each Gau? 

A Yes. 

Q You follow me when I show the number of abortions which totalled 
42? 

A Yes, I figured tmt also. 

Q will you look further on,and you will see samples of the Kreis— 
leiter's reports in this matter as required in the first letter. Citing 
the letter dated 21 May 194, from Kreis Leadership Villingen, I quote : 
"As faras І could find out up to now, there have been about 21 pregnancies, 


of these 4 abortions are said to have been carried out, during which 2 of 


the women died. Of the геайййпїпр 17 births, 5 were stillborn. Welfare 


by the NSV has not taken place anywhere." Is that typical of the kind 
of treatment which the corps of Leadership Leaders watched being carried 
out towards the foreignors who were forced to work for them? 

A It states here there were supposed to have been four abortions, 
of which two of the women died. 

Q Does that make it amy better. Does that make the treatment of 
foreign women workers any more human? 

A Do you want to say that otherwise, not lying, during abortions 
women and children died? 

Q I shallask younot to ask me questions but to try to answer mine, 

A I have again to зау that is not stated definitely that there were 
four abartions but that the Kreisleiter says,"There was supposed to have 


been,"

Q There was nothing to stop the Gauleiter, or the Ortsgruppenleiter, or 
any ofthe corps of leaderships from resigning from their position, was 
there? 

A Ifa man could state that due to his office he was unable to take 
charge or proper care of his business,or his fanily, then you could re- 
Quest to be released from your duties,and he usually was. 

Q If a Gauleiter or Kreisleiter dis proved of the way in which the 
State was being run by the Party, there was nothing in the world that 
could have prevented him resigning, was there? 

A If he did have no sense of responsibility then he failed,but if he 
had any kind of sense of responsibility then he would stay in order to 


prevert such occurrences the next time, 


Q And bybtaying he would be carrying out yor assisting, or participat- 


ing in the execution d'such orders as this,and orders to murder enemy 
parachuti sts? 

A He did not give any orders far murder of Allied flyers. 

Q Very well,we will go on. I am sure there may be no objection 
to that question. I was particularly gracious not to interrupt Мг. Berges 
thro ughout the considerable length of time he was examining the wit- 
mess in chief. Now I want to go on and ask you about the Jewish ques- 
tione As I understand your evidence,it was that the leadership corps had 
not hing to до with the organization of the demonstrations in the winter 
of 1738? 

A As far as I could say, that is, im our particular Gau. I don't know 
of any case where any Kreisleiter, or any official of the corps of 
Political Leaders received any orders for participation in or planning of 


demonstrations of the Reich. 
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Q You did not, in fact, organize the demonstrations for your govern- 
ment in 1938? 

A Upon requesting that information from the Gauleiters, I was told 
that these demonstrations had come spontaneous from various groups within 
the population. 

Q You must have seen when youlwent down and looked at the burning 
symagogue, you must have seen those elements of the population who were 
taking the most active part, < you not? 

A When Yarrived there I just saw a few persons who were interested 
bystanders, who were watching the still burning fire,and through them I 
could not find out anything as to whom had started the fire. 

Q Very well. Let me refer you to paragraph in exhibit PS 3051, 

USA 240. It is the Heydrich teletype report of 10 November 1938. Listen 
to what Heydrich is writing to all heacquarters and stations of the 
Gestapo,and all districts or subdistricts of the SD. He says this: 
"The Chief of the State Police. All their deputies must get into 
telephonie contact with the political leaders, Gauleiters or Kreis- 
leiters who have jurisdiction over their districts have to arrange for 
a joint meeting with the appropriate inspector, or commander of the 
Ordnungspolizei in order to discusss the organization of the делоп- 
strations." Will you agree with me that that order to the police 
indicates that similar orders ha been issued by some one to the Gau- 
leiters and Kreisleiters? 

А I борс know of this high order, or anyother order to me which 
was published for me to arrange a plan to carry out any demonstrations or 
burnings, 

Q I am asking you again just this. The police ofder which I do not 


sug gest iski rected to you. Does this police order indicate that some one 
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had issu€»«à the Gauleiters and Kreisletiers with orders to organize the 


demons træt i on? 

A I co not believe that this order of Heydrich went to the Gauleiters, 
because Heydrich could not order of the Gauleiters anything. 

Q I am sure that the interpreter is not going wrong in the interpre- 


tation,bext you must realize it is either the interpretation of uy question 


and your am awer that is going wrong, or it is just a blank refusal on your 


part to answer my que stions, Perhaps the interpreter will repeat my 
questioa again. (Whereupon the interpreter repeats the previous question). 

A No. 

Q EF the Gauleiter and the Kreisleiter were nøt intended to project 
into the organization any of those demonstrations, can you offer any 
explanation for Heydrich having written that order to the police? 

A No. 

Q Wery well. Now I pass from that to deal with only one further 
do ад men Ez ~ In fact, it could have been quite a natural thing for the 
Теадегзкаћ p Corps to have held meetings to organize demonstrations against 
the Jews? 

A Then they would have had to receive some kind of previous order 
to plan sand it wuld lave to plan it,but the fact is that the were 
standings objections to that pledged fact. 

Q But the Political Leaders for years had been organizing denon- 
stratioms , boycotts,ąnd other forms of Jew baiting, had they not? 

A Wre thought that the Jewish question would be solved in this way. 
That the r influence upon Germany would be reduced to such an extent, or 


percentage as their number in percentage would be to the population. 
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Q I am/asking you what you thought of the solution of this Jewish 
problem. I am asking you whether the corps of Political Leaders for 
years had been engaged in organizing various forms of Jew baiting? 

A I could not observe that in my district, or any of the neighbor— 
ing districts. 

Q I shall have to read this letter to you. ‘this document PS 53764, 
US 729. I think you became Kreisleiter in 1934, did you not? 

1934. 

Before that were you a member of the Political Leatlership at all? 

Twas Ortsgruppenleiter in Essen in Oldenberg. 

In that Gau is tha? 

Weser-Ems., 

Listen to this letter. It is dated 7 June 1933, from the Propaganda 
Department of the Gau Coblenz. It is addressed to the "Kreis directors" 
and the subject is "Jew Baiting." No. 2 -- presumably there had been a 
previous letter about Jew baiting. I shall read back extracts from this 


decunent. "The District Directorate ," which I assume to be the Kreis,"will 


set up a comittee which has the task of directing and supervising the com- 


vandos in the whole district." This comes immediately under the heading, 
"Jew baiting." Theyko on and say:"The Gau Propaganda Directorate will 
then state this to any coordination that this goes through --" That is 
to say, through the Kreisleiter. Then it goes on to say,"That the Com 
mittee will form in all local groups,that is, Ortsgruppen, and sub locali- 
ties such committees,whose names shall be known only to the district." 
I'll read it again."The Kreis Comsittee will form in all local groups, 

and support the localities,such committees, the палез of whom shall be 
known only to the district committee." Now when the Ortsgruppenleiter 


forns his committee in his Ortsgroup, to organize Jew baiting, who is 
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he going to get on that co nmi ttee? 

A Т ould not tell you that. I was never practically employed or 
worked on such a case,and what happened in Coblenz I do not know, 

Q nly speaking with your experience as Gauleiter and Kreisleiter, 
is not that just that sort of occasion when the Ortsgruppenmleiter is to get 
the Zellenleiter and the Blockleiter to help? 

A In this case I wuld not have called any one in this case at all. 

Q But youwould have had called in somone to put in your Jew 
baiting? 

А І сап not tell you that. I never had occasion tothink;bout such a 
case. 

Q Tut yourself in the position of an Ortsgruppenleiter, who is the 
first person you are going to have or think of to go on your local com- 
mittees. 

A If I do that, orwould have occasion to do that, I believe I would 
take the organization leader, or the pro paganda leader of the Ortsgruppen , 
and a few old time Party members,and a few experienced men, 

Q Are not your Zellenledters and tle Blockleiters just the old time 
expe rienced men who would be most useful to you? 

A No. 

Q Are not they the people most likely to "Jew bait" effectively? 

A No, no, по.

Q Suppose a report that you considered of the propaganda, that your 
Schulungsleiter was not agreeing to the general rules and general line 
of your polig? 

A As Ortsgruppenleiter I reported it to the Kreisleiter. 

Q Did you consiider "Mein Kampf" as the basic material for political 


training?

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A That was ordered from the top usually,but I am sorry to say 
that allithe way up to the top, not everybody,and not every leader, or 
every official knew that book. 

Q Do you recognize that in principle the "Mein Kampf" constituted the 
Reich propaganda political training material? 

A Itwas not used very often,but only some of the quotations. 

Q T did not ask whether it had been used, or not, or to what extend, 
bt whether in principle this book was considered as the Reich basic 
political training material? 

A Not always but quite often. 

Q So you agree with this excerpt of the Ortsgruppen,the group of the 
NSDAP of 1943,which is USA Exhibit 323 and PS 1893; it shows on page 112 
under "Task and Means of the Zellenleiter, with the agreesent of the Ortsgruppen- 
јафег the Zellenleiter may hold meetings, and in those meetings it is 
advisable not to give any big lectures,but for instance, to read a chapter 
out of "Mein Kampf" by Adolf Hitler." I may read it in German now, it is 
easier —- 

A This proves that the Zal lenlei stem were not classed absolutely as 
being trustworthy, and that they should not sake any long speeehes, or 
declarations,but if they do have these meetings, that they should read a 
passage from Mein Kampf." where they can not do any harm, and this was 
done with the agreement of the Ortsgruppenleiter. Aecordingly,the Zellen- 
leit er did not need a permission from the Ortsgruppenleiter. 

Q Soas if the Zellenleiter could do this without agreement, you 


considered itwas not ne&essary to give this agreement? 


A The qeu» did not know the Organization Book, or the NSDAP 


furthe rure did not know anything about it,and І do not think that the 
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Ortsgruppenleiters in my Kreis, and in the neighborhing areas did hold 
exactly to the Organization Book of the NSDAP. 

Q Tell me have you in your conducting аё Kreisleiter had any con- 
nection with the State Police, orwith the general police organizations? 

A We had no very bad connections with the State Police,but only т en 
I complained concerning a fact one day I was told that the State Police 

' was neither under the State, that is, the district administration, nor under 
the Party. 

Q Can you tell us why you did complain? 

А The menbers of the State Police at times made arrests, for in- 
stance, of those that listen to Allied war propaganda, or of receiving 
information from some one,and then the relatives or acquairitances of 
that person arrested caue to the Kreisleiter who was supposed to know 
everything and any information concerning everything, and wanted to 
know vhat was the basis, or what was happening sofar as arrests were con- 
cerned, 

Q If you got information from some of your subordinates about your 
political position taken with some one, which you considered not as 
completely in line with the general policy ofthe Party as you thought it 
should be, did you also report that to the police? 

A No, I had them come to ле, or adjusted by myself, or through my own 
knowledge, 

Q What about this exc SE? of the same Organization Book, pages132 to 
134: "The Kreisleiter has the right and duty to hinder or to prevent any 
manifestation in public, or non-public manifestations in actions which are 
contrary to the directives and the aims of the Party." "The necessary mea- 
sures due to thisright or supervision have to follow the general тање o C 
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віх ежа particularly to the Kreisleiter. Іп serious cases the Gauleiter has 
to be informed. Eventually, more serious measures which are considered to be 
necessary have to be acted upon by reporting to the competent aubhorities 
of the Gestapo of the service for the people undermining thaT propaganda." 
Is this correct. I do not ask what you think personally. І ask if this 
excerpt is within the scope of the general organization of the Party? 

A If within the Party it was found out that any organization, or 
any part of the organization was conducting such measures, such as meet- 
ings, political meetings,and so on, then hgcould drop them,and in the case 
these meetings were arrenged by State officials,the State Department then 
sade use of the State Administration, or State Police for prevention of these 
incidents or meetings. 

Q Im other words, you considered that the Kreisleiter was responsible 
only аз and sofar as the Party members showed any manifestations or 
act ions? 

A Yes. 

Q In other words, you had nothing todo with manifestations or actions 
of the population, if itwas not a member of the Party? 

A If I did not like these organizations, or thoughb that some trouble 
would be coming from them, then I would turn to the State officials, or 
the department in order to prevent such further meetings or demonstrations. 

Q 50 you had certain supervision even over the people who were nc 
не керегә cf the Party?

Q Andjhen you said you reported to the authorities of t he State, or 


the Gestapo, that is one of the authorities of the State, isn't it? 


A Yes.

À AS I know, no. 

Q For instance, the Blockleiter had th: duty of reporting about the 
political attitude of the people of his block? 

A Xf what he heard out of the population concerning anything like 
that,if he had heard it as a Party member, or as a Blockleiter or Zellen- 
leiter,then, of course, it was his duty to go to the Ortsgruppenleiter, 


ard tell him this and this. That wasthe duty of every member of the NSDAP. 


The Blockleiters didnot report these incidents, because theywould claim of being 


shunned by people of their block either in social matters, or not, in 
some other waye Mostly reports of this kind came from the population, 
or regular single low Party members.

А He did not receive any such instructions to spy on the population, 
Q May Iread from your book, page 101 about the Blockleiter: "It is 
his duty to find people dis seminating damaging rumors, and to report them 
to the Ortsgruppen sothat they may be reported to the respective State 
authorities."

A Т an certain if he had heard of anything that would be harmful to 
the Party, or the community, then he would have reported it. 
Q And you could even add it was the duty to do so? 
A Not only his duty but also the duty of every person and member 
and every party in that group. 
Q In your district what was the connection you had with the SA? 


A The connection with the SA after 1934 was generally good, 
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G How did you work with the SA? 


A When we had any kind of meetings we invited them. When we had any 


kind of marches , the ywe re also invited,and they received the first place in 


the March,which was due to them,and in general there was a friendly co- 
operation between us with the exception when it concerned mtters within 
the organization. Has the Political Leader the right to ask the SA for 
directions in your district, an order for your own disposal of a detach- 
ment of this aid to certain districts? 

A No, it could not be done, The order was always with the SA. 

Q I wold like to read another excerpt of the SA organization. 
Page 71:"The Hoheitstrager is responsible for the entire political ap- 
pearance of the Movement within his zone, The SA Leader of that zone 
is tied to the directives of the Hoheitstrager in that respect, Re- 
quisitioning the SA. TheHoheitstrager is the ranking representative of the 
Party to include all organizations within his zone. He may requisition 
the SA located within his zone from the respective SA Leader if they 
are needed for the execution of a political mission. The Hoheitstrager 
will then assign the mission to the SA. Should the Hoheitstrager need 
more 3A for the execution of a political mission than is locally available, 
he then applies to the next higher office of sovereignty which, in turn, 
requests the SA from the SA office in his sector. The directives laid down 
with regard to the relationshkp to the SA are similarly applicable to the 
SS." Do you still maintain that you could not give any orders to the SA 
for political means? 

A I want to say that I could call upon the ЭА in order to have or take 
up SÓle propaganda actions, oranything like that, in operation with myself. 
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The formation,however, was laid by the SA Leader,with a responsible SA 
Leader.
